Not very far out on the west side, about where 
the dumpy Robey cars bump saucily across arro- 
gant Madison street, there is a sunken garden and 
a fountain.

Across the way, St. Paul's Reformed Episcopal 
church, with its tvy wrinkled, yellowgsh limestone 
face, dreams peacefully; its iron stained stone 
steps affording a loitering place alike for lovers 
and a play place for children.
